Common School BUI. 

Hon. J. D. Kehoe has kindly furnished 
us with a copy of the school bill reported 
by the special committee appointed by a 
resolution of the State Senate at the session 
of 1881-82, and which is to be considered 
at the present meeting of the legislature. 
In preparing the bill the committee have 
incorporated many of the provisions of 
the present law with such changes as ex- 
pntaM kUM demonstrated to be neces- 
sary for a more satisfactory working of 
the system. The county is taken as the 
unit instead of the school district, for the 
reason that it is provided with the requi- 
site number of officers to carry into effect 
ihe provisions of the bill eccording to its 
.ntents and purposes, and each county is 
empowered to vote upon local taxation 
jind when a tax is imposed it is to be di- 
fided among all the common sshool 
children of the county giving to each one, 
white and colored, the same per capita. 
The Commissioner is to be stated by 
people of the county, instead of by the 
Justices of the Peace. His compensation 
is to be fixed by the County Court of 
eUimi and based on the services helper- 
forms. The trustee is elected by the 
voters oi his school district and is obliged 
to serve whether willing or not, and is 
adletebli for any failure iu the discharge 
of his duties. The whole number of 
children in the State is to be 
reported to the Superintendent of 
Pttblk Instruction and when the. per 
«»pita is deelared the per capita for each 
child In the county is sent by the Super- 
intendent to the Commissioner of the 
•-ounty and the money is then to be di- 
vided by the Commissioner and County 
.fudge amon g the children wh o actually 
^onnly. Each dis-

Somb of the leading friends of eduea- 
■Won, in this city, are considering tin 
feasibility of establishing, in Maysville 
a first-class female college, to be nnd.-i 
the management of one of the best edu- 
cators in the State. The plan, we learn, 
is to organise a company with a capital 
of $40,000, and to buy property suitable 
for a school or to put up such a building 
as will answer the purpose. The scheme 
meets w ith favor and there is a prospect 
that it will be successfully curried out. 

Tit v. best plan we can think of for the 
"regulation" of the city "garbage re- 
novers " is to make hog shepherds of 
the Councilmen in each ward. Let 
them be provided with crooks, broom I 
and buckets, assigned flocks in their re- 
spective districts, and held responsible 
for the good behavior of the porkers un- 
der their charge.
